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1989  ANNUAL  REPORT 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  year  1989  began  with  the  realization  that  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts was  faced  with  major  financial  problems.  Revenues  received  each 
month  were  falling  far  below  projections.  The  Town  began  experiencing  the 
slow  down  of  reinbursement  payments  for  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant 
Expansion  and  other  projects.  The  lack  of  funding  by  the  State  resulted  in 
the  Town  having  to  borrow  large  sums  of  money  to  pay  the  contractors. 

By  March  the  State  was  unable  to  provide  the  cities  and  towns  with 
cherry  sheet  figures  for  local  aid  amounts  for  Fiscal  Year  1990.  Lacking  this 
information,  budget  preparations  became  more  stressful  as  department 
heads  were  forced  to  cut  back  on  proposals. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  scheduled  on  May  9,  1989  was  continued 
until  the  end  of  June  to  allow  for  the  Town’s  first  attempt  at  Debt  Exclusion 
Vote.  Six  ballot  questions  were  placed  before  Town  Voters  on  June  19,  1989 
with  the  following  results:

With  the  overwhelming  defeat  of  the  Debt  Exclusion  Vote,  it  became  quite 
apparent  that  the  taxpayers  in  Fairhaven  were  not  willing  to  expend  any  ad- 
ditional money  for  Town  departments  or  projects. 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  completed  on  June  19,  1989  with 
majority  of  Town  budgets  receiving  little  additional  funding.  Any  new 
revenue  made  available  by  Proposition  2Vi  increase,  new  growth,  and  the 
25%  increase  in  water  and  sewer  rates  were  quickly  offset  by  increased  costs 
in  Debt  and  Interest  Payments,  Health  Insurance  Costs,  SEMASS  Tipping 
Fees,  the  Special  Needs  Portion  of  the  School  Budget  and  the  operational 
costs  of  the  expanded  Wastewater  Treatment  Plant. 

Salary  budgets  in  most  departments  were  level  funded,  equipment  pur- 
chasing and  Capital  Improvements  projects  were  cut  back  to  balance  the 
Fiscal  1990  Budget.  Any  negotiated  salary  increases  had  to  be  absorbed 
within  the  budget. 
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During  the  summer  of  1989  the  State’s  fiscal  problems  became  a major 
crises.  Local  aid  money  for  the  cities  and  towns  were  decreased  by  more 
than  $210  million  which  resulted  in  Fairhaven  having  to  reduce  its  budget 
by  $610,000. 

A Special  Town  Meeting  was  held  on  October  22,  1989  and  each 
department  was  required  to  cut  3%  in  addition  to  major  cuts  in  road 
reconstruction,  cement  lining  and  Town  hall  repair  articles. 

The  above  listed  cutbacks  have  resulted  in  the  elimination  of  more  than 
25  positions  (most  through  elimination  or  attrition)  throughout  the  Town. 
Layoffs  have  resulted  in  an  increase  in  Town  costs  of  unemployment 
benefits.  The  outlook  for  Fiscal  1991  appears  even  worse  with  additional 
cuts  anticipated. 

While  the  financial  position  continues  to  worsen,  there  were  some 
positive  improvements  made  during  1989.  The  reorganization  of  Town 
Government  has  improved  efficiency  within  Town  Government.  Town 
Collector,  Mrs.  Carol  Brandolini,  has  vigorously  pursued  all  outstanding 
taxes  from  prior  years.  A by-law  was  passed  requiring  the  payment  of  all 
taxes  and  other  fees  owed  before  the  issuance  of  any  licenses  or  permits  to 
business.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  raised  licensing  fees,  building  fees 
and  permit  fees  to  bring  them  in  line  with  surrounding  communities. 

The  Assessors  are  completing  an  in-house  revaluation  with  State  cer- 
tification anticipated  by  February  1990.  The  Town  should  realize  a savings 
of  approximately  $150,000  in  comparison  to  hiring  a private  firm. 

The  Town  Hall  Custodian/Maintenance  Man,  Mr.  Ernest  Lizotte  has 
cleaned,  patched  and  painted  numerous  rooms  within  the  Town  Hall. 

New  construction  during  1989  included  the  completion  of  the  Alden 
Court  Nursing  and  the  starting  of  190,000  square  feet,  Fairhaven  Commons 
Mall. 

Fairhaven  is  facing  the  1990’s  with  reduced  revenue  and  the  Selectmen 
need  your  input  and  support  so  that  changes  can  be  made  for  the  better- 
ment of  the  Town.

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BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


The  Assessor’s  office  has  somehow  managed  to  survive  another  very 
difficult  year.  A year  that  was  entered  into  with  optimism  and  high  expec- 
tations. We  were  embarking  on  our  first  complete  year  of  reorganization. 

The  measuring  and  listing  of  residential  properties  was  nearly  com- 
pleted and  we  were  beginning  commercial  properties.  Normal  operations 
were  being  carried  out  along  with  the  additional  work  activities  of  the 
revaluation. 

Soon  the  clouds,  which  seem  to  hover  over  our  office,  began  to  return. 
Senior  Clerk,  Madeline  Downing  announced  her  resignation  effective  June 
2,  1989  to  embark  on  a cross  country  tour  with  her  family.  Next,  temporary 
Reval  Clerk,  Gwen  Andrade  resigned  effective  June  15,  1989  for  personal 
reasons.  Then  came  Field  Worker/ Appraiser  Richard  Gonsalves’  resigna- 
tion, effective  June  30,  1989  to  accept  a higher  paying  position  in  Seekonk. 
Half  of  the  staff  was  gone!  Efforts  to  replace  the  Field  Worker/ Appraiser 
have  failed  through  December  30,  1989  due  to  the  low  salary  being  offered 
by  the  town  for  the  position.  The  Senior  Clerk  position  was  filled  by  Judith 
Foster.  Former  Dartmouth  Assessor,  Patricia  Savoie  assisted  our  office  dur- 
ing training  and  vacations  for  the  remaining  clerks. 

Permission  was  requested,  and  granted,  of  the  Department  of  Revenue 
to  issue  Preliminary  Tax  Notices,  which  were  mailed  by  October  1,  1989  for 
the  first  half  Fiscal  1990  billing. 

Additional  work  was  also  generated  by  the  much  needed  aggresive  tax 
collection  policy  instituted  by  Tax  Collector,  Carol  Brandolini,  which 
despite  the  work,  she  should  be  commended  for. 

Complete  In-House  Revaluation.  What  does  that  mean?  It  is  NOT  a 
method  used  to  “Get  around  Proposition  2!/2.”  It  is  NOT  a devious  “way  to 
increase  taxes.”  Revaluation  means  verifying  data  by  measuring  and  listing 
and  reviewing  all  properties  to  ensure  that  all  data  is  accurate  and  all  pro- 
perties will  be  assessed  at  their  fair  market  value.  To  the  Assessors  office  it 
meant  many  hours  of  preparing  records  for  the  Field  Worker  to  take  into 
the  field.  It  meant  reviewing  each  record  and  keypunching  data  corrections. 
We  did  find  a good  percentage  of  errors  and  undoubtedly,  some  may  have 
been  missed,  but  with  everyone’s  cooperation,  we  will  strive  to  see  that  they 
will  be  corrected.  Sales  were  analyzed  and  verified  in  order  to  estimate  a 
market  value  for  similar  properties  and  neighborhoods. 
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Revaluation  with  the  assistance  of  an  outside  firm  is  a major  task. 
Revaluation  completely  In-House  is  an  even  greater  task.  There  were 
numerous  times  during  the  past  year  when  frustration  began  to  set  in,  yet, 
there  were  also  the  moments  of  support  and  encouragement  of  friends  and 
colleagues  in  the  assessing  profession  and  the  remaining  office  staff.  It  is 
most  discouraging  to  know  that  aside  from  the  staff,  colleagues  and  our 
families,  there  are  but  a few  people  who  really  understand  what  In-House 
Revaluation  means  and  the  amount  of  work  it  entails  under  normal  condi- 
tions in  an  office. 

We  have  made  it  through  this  year.  At  this  point  in  time,  we  are  very 
close  to  completing  the  revaluation.  Actual  results  of  our  efforts  will  not  be 
known  until  property  bills  are  issued  and  taxpayers  have  had  the  opportuni- 
ty to  review  their  records.  This  will  be  reported  in  the  next  Town  Report.

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BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 


The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  nearing  completion  of  the  Sewage  Treat- 
ment Plant.  It  presently  is  98.9%  complete.  Westcott  Construction,  the 
general  contractor,  is  working  on  punch  list  items.  Westcott  Construction, 
Fay,  Spofford  <Sc  Thorndike,  engineers  and  the  Board  of  Public  Works  are 
working  together  to  complete  the  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  and  hope  to 
have  completion  by  March  28,  1990. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  entered  into  a contract  with  Capaldi  Bros, 
to  expand  the  sewer  mains  to  the  areas  of  Alden  Road,  Ridgecrest  Avenue, 
Roseanne  Drive,  Gardner  Street  and  Long  Road;  Narragansett  Boulevard 
and  related  side  streets;  East  Fairhaven  side  streets  from  Grinnell  Street  to 
the  Mattapoisett  Town  line.  All  the  piping  is  completed  in  these  areas.  The 
pumping  station  on  Pine  Grove  Street  and  the  individual  pumping  stations 
on  Alden  Road  are  not  complete,  but  are  expected  to  be  by  mid-March. 
Sewer  tie-ins  are  now  in  progress.  The  paving  of  these  streets  is  expected  to 
be  completed  by  July,  1990. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  also  awarded  a contract  to  Capaldi  Bros,  to 
make  necessary  repairs  to  reduce  groundwater  intrusion  into  the  sewer 
system  and  to  make  necessary  repairs  to  the  sewer  system  in  areas  where 
piping  was  broken. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Works  is  near  completion  of  the  traffic 
signal  lights  in  Town. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of  Health  have  agreed  to 
start  a pilot  study  for  leaf  composting.  The  leaves  were  collected  from  the 
Town  streets  by  the  Highway  Department  in  the  usual  manner  and  brought 
to  the  rear  of  the  Sewage  Treatment  Plant  for  composting.  The  pilot  study 
has  been  a success  to  date  and  we  have  much  useful  information  which  we 
will  incorporate  into  a full  collection  and  composting  operation.  The 
chosen  site  for  leaf  composting  will  be  located  at  the  Town’s  sanitary  landfill 
located  on  Bridge  Street.  We  hope  to  have  the  site  ready  for  operation  this 
fall.  By  composting  the  leaves  we  will  reduce  the  tonnage  of  material  sent  to 
SEMASS,  and  ending  with  a product  that  will  be  useful  to  the  Town. 

In  July  of  1989  we  started  taking  our  rubbish  to  SEMASS,  which  only 
accepts  burnable  materials.  All  other  materials  must  be  taken  to  the  landfill 
site.  We  do  expect  in  the  near  future  recycle  programs  which  will  include  the 
separation  of  paper,  bottles,  aluminum  and  metals.  These  programs  will  be 
looked  into  as  there  is  presently  legislation  proposed  to  address  these  items. 
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The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  very  concerned  as  to  the  direction  in 
which  we  are  headed.  Every  year  more  and  more  roads  need  to  be 
reconstructed,  water  mains  need  to  be  updated  and  cement  lined  and  the 
water  tower  on  Washington  Street  still  needs  to  be  addressed.  We  receive  re- 
quests  for  sewer  mains  to  be  installed  in  areas  that  have  failed  septic 
systems.  Drainage  requests  for  studies,  expansion  and  corrective  work  are 
desperately  needed.  Every  year  we  appropriate  less  and  less  funds  for  these 
items.  Even  if  we  were  to  be  level  funded,  we  again  can  only  do  less  work  as 
the  costs  increase  yearly. 

The  Fairhaven  Commons  Shopping  Center  is  nearing  completion  and 
is  expected  to  open  this  spring.  Alden  Court  Nursing  Home  on  Alden  Road 
is  complete  and  has  started  to  take  in  residents.  Jake’s  Diner  on  Alden  Road 
has  completed  all  utilities  and  is  open  for  business.  East  Cove  Housing 
Development  has  completed  utilities  and  roadway.  Woodside  Terrace  is 
nearing  completion.  Banker’s  Plaza  is  completed. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  would  like  to  thank  its  employees  for  their 
efforts  in  the  past  year.  We  would  also  like  to  thank  each  resident  of  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven  for  their  patience,  assistance  and  cooperation  during 
the  last  year.

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FAIRHAVEN  CIVIL  DEFENSE 
1989-90  Annual  Report 


Nineteen  hundred  and  eighty-nine  was  yet  another  year  of  growth  and 
progress  for  the  Civil  Defense.  Our  members  put  in  over  3,600  hours  this 
past  year,  for  both  emergency  situations  and  assisting  at  Town  events. 

Many  of  those  hours  were  logged  in  on  Friday  and  Saturday  duty  nights 
assisting  the  police  at  accident  scenes  and  other  varied  situations. 

We  have  replaced  2 of  our  older  vehicles  this  year  with  newer,  more  effi- 
cient  vehicles.  Our  primary  rescue  vehicle,  a 1977  Ford  V2-ton  two-wheel 
drive,  was  replaced  with  a 1978  Dodge  3/4-ton  four-wheel  drive.  The  other 
vehicle  was  our  1974  Chevrolet  van  which  was  a retired  ambulance.  This 
was  replaced  with  a 1983  Chevrolet  Suburban  with  a diesel  engine. 

Our  main  project  this  year  is  to  continue  to  refurbish  and  update  the 
siren/warning  system  in  Town.  We  are  not  only  trying  to  bring  it  back  to 
complete  operating  efficiency,  but  plan  to  make  the  people  of  Fairhaven 
aware  of  its  being  and  function. 

Once  again,  we  want  to  thank  the  various  Town  departments  and 
especially  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  for  their  support  and 
cooperation  this  past  year.  We  can  only  hope  for  more  of  the  same  support 
as  we  grow  and  move  forward  into  the  decade  of  the  1990s.

We  are  still  placing  refuse  in  the  Phase  II  area  of  the  landfill  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  in  the  future.  SEMASS,  located  in  Rochester,  began  its 
operation  in  the  summer  and  now  all  burnable  trash  is  being  sent  to  them 
and  is  being  converted  to  energy.  White  goods  such  as  refrigerators  and 
stoves  are  being  hauled  away  and  recycled.  Demolition  materials  such  as 
large  boards,  concrete  blocks,  asphalt  and  other  similar  materials  are  still 
being  placed  in  the  landfill.  The  blowing  of  papers  around  the  landfill  is 
now  almost  non-existent.  What  little  paper  that  does  escape  is  easily  con- 
tained within  the  fences  and  picked  up. 

The  Transfer  Station  will  be  constructed  in  the  spring  of  1990  and 
should  make  the  public’s  dumping  of  household  trash  much  easier. 

The  leased  1984  Caterpillar  816B  Compactor  is  in  good  running  con- 
dition. Major  work  was  done  on  the  wheels  and  crushing  teeth  this  past 
year. 

The  1979  Caterpillar  955L  Traxcavator  was  traded  in  on  a 1989  Cater- 
pillar 963  Tract  Loader.  The  new  machine  was  delivered  in  November  and 
is  on  a five  year  lease  purchase  agreement. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  at  the  landfill  site  for  doing  a fine  job  dur- 
ing the  past  year.

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PARK  DIVISION 


The  Park  Department  has  been  busy  this  year  with  repairs  and  mainten- 
ance work  done  to  our  parks,  beaches,  and  Town  Memorials. 

Each  spring,  the  park  crew  must  clean  up  the  debris  from  the  past  winter 
months.  There  are  sticks,  branches,  leaves,  bottles,  papers,  and  other 
miscellaneous  articles  to  clean  up  in  the  parks  and  take  to  the  landfill.  Rub- 
bish barrels  are  put  out  at  many  recreational  locations  in  Town  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  public.  Water  must  be  turned  on  at  the  Livesey  and 
Cushman  Park  toilet  facilities.  Buildings  at  the  parks  must  have  shingles 
repaired  and  repainted  due  to  the  vandalism  that  takes  place.  Tennis  courts 
and  softball  fences  must  also  be  repaired  as  vandalism  takes  its  toll  on  them 
each  winter.  The  baseball  and  softball  diamonds  are  weeded  and  reshaped 
into  playing  condition.  At  the  Town  Beach,  the  crew  cleans  up  heavy 
deposits  of  seaweed  from  the  winter  months.  Throughout  the  summer 
months  the  Park  Department  cuts  grass  at  over  30  locations  in  Town  once  a 
week,  whenever  possible. 

This  past  winter  the  West  Island  trailer  was  worked  on  with  siding,  floor 
and  toilet  repair  work  completed. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Park  Department  for  their  cooper- 
ation and  a job  well  done.

The  decade  of  the  80’s,  now  closing,  has  seen  tremendous  commercial 
growth  in  Fairhaven,  along  with  moderate  residential  expansion,  primarily 
in  the  “condo”  type.  This  is  being  topped  off  with  the  28  acre  development 
of  Fairhaven  Commons  along  Alden  Road. 

The  sewage  treatment  plant  expansion  along  with  extention  into  other 
areas  is  nearing  completion.  Most  of  our  trash  is  being  exported  to 
SEMASS  in  Rochester.  These  projects  have  helped  to  compound  the  com- 
munity’s financial  crunch  due  to  State  and  Federal  agencies  slow  payment 
of  their  part  of  the  required  obligations. 

Development  will  continue  at  a much  reduced  pace.  The  Planner  feels 
that  the  economic  conditions  affecting  Massachusetts  will  cause  curtailment 
of  many  activities.  Too  many  commercial  and  residential  properties  are  not 
being  marketed.  Hopefully  this  condition  will  be  of  short  duration. 

The  loss  of  the  ATT  facilities  and  its  employment  potential  is  a matter 
of  much  concern.  This  complex  has  been  a drawing  power  for  our  develop- 
ment in  the  80’s.  We  feel  that  an  entity  of  similar  type  and  status  will  even- 
tually take  over  this  valuable  area. 

The  Planner  has  been  disturbed  by  matters  he  has  been  exposed  to  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  hopes  that  corrective  measures  can  be  taken  to  correct 
them.

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THE  MILLICENT  LIBRARY 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1989 


People 

The  Library  lost  one  of  its  most  faithful  employees  with  the  death  of 
Antone  DaLuz  on  September  27.  Tony  had  worked  here  since  1968  and 
was  a friendly,  familiar  face  around  Town.  We  all  miss  him. 

A new  custodian,  Donald  Freitas,  joined  the  staff  in  the  fall.  He  is  a 
hard  worker  with  a good  sense  of  humor  and  is  already  a part  of  our  library 
“family”. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  also  welcomed  a new  member  late  this  year.  She 
is  Gail  Isaaksen  of  Fairhaven. 

Operations  and  Building 

After  years  of  preparation,  the  Library  began  circulating  materials  via 
the  South  Eastern  Automated  Libraries  Network  (S.E.A.L.)  on  September 
11.  This  system  eliminates  most  of  the  paperwork  associated  with  library 
operations  and  helps  us  provide  better  and  quicker  service  to  our  patrons. 
The  task  of  inputting  the  information  on  our  80, 000-plus  collection  will 
continue  for  awhile,  but  most  of  the  books  that  regularly  circulate  have 
been  done.  This  Herculean  task  could  not  have  been  accomplished  without 
our  dedicated  corps  of  39  volunteers  who  have  given  us  from  10  to  over  200 
hours  of  their  time,  plugging  away  at  this  monumental  work.  A round  of 
applause  to  them  all.  A special  cheer  too,  for  our  “systems  analyst,”  Juanita 
Walker  who,  besides  her  regular  job  of  Reference  and  Young  Adult 
Librarian,  coordinated  the  entire  automation  process. 

The  new  computer  equipment  required  a different  kind  of  circulation 
desk  — one  with  flat  surfaces.  After  we  looked  into  the  possibility  of  buying 
a new  set-up,  we  decided  to  use  old,  original  pieces  of  furniture,  long  stored 
in  nooks  and  crannies  downstairs.  The  refinishing  of  these  fine  old  oak 
pieces  not  only  cost  much  less  than  new,  inferior  stuff,  but  they  also 
counteract  the  modern  computers  and  help  preserve  the  Victorian  flavor  of 
the  building.  We  also  resurrected  an  old  statue  given  to  the  Library  in 
memory  of  Millicent  by  a relative. 

We  also  had  to  replace  a torn,  worn  carpeting  in  the  Children’s  and 
Young  Adults’  Rooms  and  took  advantage  of  the  change  to  make  these 
areas  brighter  and  more  open. 
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Children's  Department 

The  Children’s  Department  hosted  twelve  school  and  scout  groups  on 
field  trips  to  the  Library  and  Jacqueline  Newton  made  fifteen  visits  to  seven 
elementary  and  pre-schools.  The  Library  coordinated  the  pre-schoolers’ 
participation  in  the  annual  Books  and  Beyond  Read-a-thon.  Twelve  vaca- 
tion programs  were  enjoyed  by  children  and  their  families  in  addition  to  the 
weekly  story  hours  for  3,  4,  and  5-year-olds  conducted  by  Jeanne  Adshead. 

Historical  Department 

Mrs.  Mabel  Knipe,  Miss  Dorothea  Pauli,  and  Mrs.  Ernestine  Locke 
continued  their  work  of  indexing  the  ADVOCATE,  compiling  scrapbooks 
of  Fairhaven  history,  and  answering  historical  inquiries  from  all  over  the 
country.  Their  unusual  project  for  1989,  which  is  still  ongoing,  is  the  pro- 
duction of  an  annotated  map  of  the  center  of  Fairhaven  as  it  appeared 
before  the  Rogers  buildings  were  erected.  It  is  very  interesting  to  see  what 
was  moved  or  torn  down  to  make  room  for  our  Town  masterpieces. 

Another  piece  of  Town  history  was  added  to  our  collection.  The  iron 
head  of  a statue  adorning  a fountain  demolished  in  1912  showed  up  during 
the  razing  of  an  old  barn  in  Mashpee.  We  have  researched  this  pretty  item 
and  have  it  on  display. 

The  Library  was  the  site  of  several  activities  connected  with  the  second 
annual  John  Manjiro  Festival  in  October.  All  through  the  year  we  had  the 
usual  stream  of  Japanese  tourists  and  researchers  coming  in  for  information 
and  to  sign  our  guest  book. 

Bookmobile 

The  Millicent  Library  Bookmobile,  known  to  us  as  “Nellie,”  was  taken 
off  the  road  after  32  years  of  service  to  the  Town.  The  mobility  of  the 
population  has  changed  very  much  over  the  last  decade  and  machine  had 
been  experiencing  more  frequent  mechanical  breakdowns.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  would  like  to  commend  Helen  Freitas,  who  has  driven  the 
Bookmobile  during  virtually  its  whole  career.  We  would  also  like  to  thank 
Phyllis  McClain,  Helen’s  volunteer  helper  over  the  past  couple  of  years. 

Statistics 

The  Library  circulated  82,359  items  in  1989,  in  spite  of  closings  due  to 
alterations  and  the  cessation  of  the  Bookmobile.

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HISTORICAL  COMMISSION 


The  major  achievement  of  the  Historical  Commission  during  1989  was 
the  continued  restoration  work  on  the  exterior  of  the  historic  Academy 
Building.  With  funds  appropriated  by  Town  Meeting  in  May,  and  with  the 
continued  generosity  of  citizens  from  Fairhaven  and  surrounding  towns, 
the  entire  west  side  and  a portion  of  the  north  wall  were  completed  during 
1989,  continuing  work  begun  in  1988.  At  year  end,  the  Fairhaven  Historical 
Society  began  a new  fund  drive  with  the  hope  of  completing  the  exterior 
restoration  during  1990.  The  Commission  is  thankful  for  all  help  received  in 
this  project,  both  financially  and  by  way  of  moral  support.  Major  rebuilding 
work  remains  to  be  started  on  the  tower.  This  section  of  the  building  will  re- 
quire  the  greatest  expenditure  due  to  serious  structural  problems. 

Commission  members  are  working  towards  finding  a long  term  use  for 
the  Academy  Building.  The  building  currently  houses  the  beginnings  of  a 
fine  collection  of  artifacts  of  the  Town.  In  early  December,  as  part  of  the  an- 
nual High  School  Christmas  Tree  Lighting,  members  of  the  Commission 
opened  the  Academy  to  the  public.  With  carolers  in  vintage  dress,  and 
festive  lighting,  the  evening  was  a memorable  success. 

Work  was  begun  during  the  year  on  listing  the  Academy  Building  with 
the  State  and  Federal  Historic  Register.  This  work  will  continue  into  1990. 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission  that  there  are  potential 
historic  structures  in  Town  that  do  not  have  placques  listing  their  date  of 
construction.  An  updated  listing  of  these  structures  is  currently  being 
studied. 

Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  Garden  Club  of  Greater  New  Bedford, 
a flowering  dogwood  tree  was  planted  on  the  Academy  grounds. 

The  Commission  noted  with  sadness  the  passing  of  our  good  friend, 
and  fellow  member  Milton  Delano. 

Nancy  Bunnell  and  Karen  Garnett  stepped  down  as  members  during 
the  year.  The  Commission  offers  thanks  for  their  past  services. 

Elizabeth  I.  Hastings  also  retired  from  the  Commission  during  the  year. 
Miss  Hastings  spent  her  entire  life  working  for  the  betterment  of  education 
for  Fairhaven  youth,  and  the  preservation  of  our  history.  Her  contributions 
to  the  Commission  were  many  over  her  long  tenure.  She  will  be  missed! 

Barbara  Santos  and  Dorothy  Gammons  were  welcomed  to  the  Com- 
mission as  members.  Robert  Hamilton  was  welcomed  as  an  Associate 
member. 
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Price  estimates  have  been  obtained  for  exterior  painting  of  the  Old 
Stone  School  on  North  Street  and  the  small  fire  station  building  near  the 
corner  of  Washington  and  Main  Streets.  It  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be 
performed  during  1990. 

The  resignation  of  Karen  Garnett  as  secretary  was  accepted  with  regret. 
Barbara  Santos  was  elected  to  fill  the  office. 

The  Commission  anticipates  another  year  of  accomplishment  in  1990. 
Members  voted  to  assist  various  Town  organizations  in  the  celebration  of 
the  150th  anniversary  of  H.H.  Rogers  birthday,  and  look  forward  to  what 
should  prove  to  be  an  exciting  event.

The  Town  also  saw  the  closing  of  more  water  due  in  large  to  pollution, 
but  also  in  part  to  the  new  Federal  and  State  Water  Testing  Laws  which 
make  it  nearly  impossible  for  a Town  department  with  a small  budget  to  do. 

One  demand  from  the  E.P.A.  was  a walk  around  of  the  whole  Town 
testing  every  creek,  brook,  swamp,  beach  or  other  possible  pollution 
sources. 

This  was  accomplished  before  the  time  allowed  by  them  but  only  with 
the  help  of  Patricia  Fowle  from  the  Board  of  Health.  I would  like  to  thank 
her  personally  for  the  many  long  days  spent  walking  the  beaches  and 
swamps  on  her  own  time.  Without  her  help  and  dedication  it  would  have 
been  nearly  impossible.

The  CNA,  Inc.  provides  public  health  nursing  to  the  residents  of 
Fairhaven  through  a contractural  agreement. 

We  continue  to  service  many  clients  through  our  health  promotion 
home  visits.  In  1989  we  made  358  home  visits.  Health  promotion  visits  we 
made  were  newborns,  new  mothers,  residents  with  communicable  disease 
and  frail  elderly.  The  percent  of  elderly  receiving  our  service  continues  to  in- 
crease annually.  In  1989,  87%  of  our  home  visits  were  to  the  elderly.  This  is 
a 6%  increase  over  last  year. 

Five  childhood  immunication  clinics  were  held  in  1989,  and  they  con- 
tinue to  be  well  attended.  Three  flu  clinics  were  also  held.  Total  immunica- 
tions  given  for  all  clinics  is  753. 

Geriatric  health  counseling  sessions  continue  to  be  well  attended.  In 
1989,  we  serviced  60  clients  through  these  sessions. 

We  have  enjoyed  working  with  the  Board  of  Health  this  past  year  and 
look  forward  to  the  coming  year.

The  Fairhaven  Housing  Authority  holds  its  Regular  Meeting  on  the 
second  Thursday  of  the  month.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  is  held 
on  the  second  Thursday  in  May.  At  that  time  the  election  of 
officers  for  the  coming  year  is  held. 

Construction  being  completed,  occupancy  permits  were  issued  on  June  7, 
1989  for  our  new  developments;  Project  667-5 
-24  units  of  Elderly  and  Handicap  located  at  227  Main  Street  and  Project 
705-1  - 6 units  of  Family  and  Handicap  located  at  32,  34,  36,  38,  40  <Sc  42 
Ash  Street,  and  by  June  19,  1989  all  units  were  totally  occupied. 


The  Fairhaven  Housing  Authority  is  administering  279  units  of 
Elderly  and  Handicap  Housing  and  6 units  of  Family  and  Handicap 
Housing. 


These  developments  are  financed  by  a grant  issued  from  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  which  exercises  general  supervision  over  the 
Authority  through  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and  Development. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  a turn  over  of  twenty-two  (22)  apart- 
ments. There  were  seven  (7)  deaths,  ten  (10)  went  into  nursing  homes,  four 
(4)  moved  to  live  with  relatives,  and  one  (1)  transferred. 


The  Fairhaven  Housing  Authority  is  locally  managed  by  Stanley  A.

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TREE  DEPARTMENT 


Another  busy  time  has  passed  for  the  Tree  Department  during  the  year 
1989. 

We  have  removed  25  rotted  and  diseased  trees  and  have  taken  them  to 
our  Town  dump  where  they  were  cut  and  stacked  in  small  lengths  at  which 
time  we  were  happy  to  give  the  10  cords  we  had  accumulated  to  our  needy 
and  deserving  senior  citizens. 

During  the  spring  and  fall  of  1989  we  also  planted  40  new  Crimson  King 
Red  Maples  in  various  locations  in  Town  to  replace  the  ones  that  were 
taken  down. 

Our  tree  pruning  program  has  proved  to  be  beneficial  and  has  helped  to 
keep  our  trees  looking  healthy  and  full  of  leaves. 

With  the  coming  of  1990  our  goal  for  the  year  will  be  to  keep  our  trees 
looking  abundant  with  growth  and  to  be  able  to  plant  more  on  some  of  our 
barren-looking  roadways.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  year  1989  was  a very  difficult  year  for  the  Police  Department  as  a 
result  of  the  Town’s  financial  problems.  The  Police  Department,  as  well  as 
other  departments  of  the  Town,  had  to  make  some  drastic  cuts  in  their 
budgets.  The  Police  Department  budget  was  reduced  by  $33,979.04,  this  was 
accomplished  without  the  loss  of  any  personnel.  In  the  future,  if  further  cuts 
are  required  of  the  Police  Department,  there  will  be  no  alternative,  but  to 
reduce  personnel. 

During  the  upcoming  years  the  Town  will  be  facing  some  difficult  deci- 
sions in  the  funding  of  budgets.  The  continually  cutting  of  budgets  is  not 
the  answer  to  our  shortfall  of  monies.  In  the  funding  of  budgets,  the 
Townspeople  must  make  some  difficult  decisions  and  the  Police  Department 
will  do  its  utmost  to  cooperate  and  abide  by  these  decisions. 

The  Uniform  Division  answered  a total  of  10,375  calls  for  services,  with 
812  cases  being  referred  to  the  Detective  Division  for  further  investigation. 
The  Police  Department  investigated  701  motor  vehicle  accidents,  a decline 
of  39  from  the  previous  year.  The  701  accidents  are  catalogued  in  the  follow- 


ing manner:

A total  of  567  arrests  were  made  in  1989  with  an  additional  408  arrests 
made  by  warrants  for  a total  of  975  arrests.  The  Department  requested  addi- 
tional criminal  complaints  in  152  other  cases;  issued  823  non-criminal  cita- 
tions for  motor  vehicle  violations  plus  114  criminal  citations. 

The  Detective  Division  investigated  894  cases  as  compared  to  787  cases 
in  the  prior  year.  These  investigations  are  broken  down  in  the  following 
categories:

The  year  1989  was  the  final  year  of  free  ambulance  services  to  the 
public.  Effective  January  1,  1990  the  Town  will  bill  for  the  use  of  our 
emergency  medical  unit  through  third  party  billing.  This  policy  will  not  ef- 
fect those  that  do  not  have  medical  health  insurance  coverage,  they  will  still 
receive  such  services. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, the  Police  Departments  of  the  surrounding  communities,  the 
Massachusetts  State  Police,  the  Office  of  the  District  Attorney,  the 
Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  all  the  Boards  in  Town  and  their 
employees,  and  most  important,  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  for 
the  cooperation  they  have  extended  to  the  Police  Department.

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WATER  DEPARTMENT 


In  1989  we  pumped  500,127,720  gallons  of  water  from  our  well  fields. 
Twenty  old  galvanized  house  services  and  17  lead  street  services  were  re- 
placed with  new  copper  tubing.  Thirty  broken  services  and  1 1 broken  water 
mains  were  repaired.  One  hundred  and  six  (106)  meters  were  replaced  and 
102  new  style  meters  were  converted  over  with  remote  readers. 

8,087  feet  of  varying  size  water  main  and  17  new  fire  hydrants  were  added 
to  the  system.  Four  old  style  hydrants  were  replaced  and  5 new  models  had 
to  be  repaired  because  of  traffic  accidents.  The  Fire  Department  inspected 
and  operated  all  the  fire  hydrants  in  Town  this  fall  and  any  mechanical 
problems  reported  were  corrected  by  Water  Department  personnel. 

I would  like  to  thank  all  Department  personnel  for  their  cooperation  and 
efforts  and  all  Town  Departments  for  their  assistance  during  the  past  year.

WATER  POLLUTION  CONTROL  FACILITY 
AND  COLLECTION  SYSTEM 

In  1989  the  Treatment  Plant  received  887  million  gallons  of  raw  sewage,  of 
which  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett  contributed  85.7  million  gallons.  The 
average  total  suspended  solids  removal  was  89.4%  while  biochemical  oxygen 
demand  removal  averaged  89.5%.  There  was  a total  of  516  dry  tons  of 
sludge  processed  and  147,296  gallons  of  septage  received  from  the  Towns  of 
Fairhaven,  Mattapoisett,  Rochester,  and  Freetown.  One  hundred  thirty- 
two  new  services  were  tied  into  Town  sewer  of  which  13  were  businesses, 
and  116  sewer  stoppages  were  handled  by  the  department. 

The  Treatment  Plant  expansion  is  now  99%  complete  while  our  other  2 
major  projects,  the  Inflow  and  Infiltration  work  and  sewer  main  extensions 
on  Alden  Road  and  East  Fairhaven  are  85%  complete  with  final  work  to  be 
completed  in  the  spring  of  1990. 

I would  like  to  thank  my  entire  staff  for  their  hard  work  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  SRPEDD  COMMISSION 
(Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  District) 


The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development 
District  continued  to  serve  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  1989.  SRPEDD  (pro- 
nounced sir-ped)  is  locally-run  regional  agency  serving  southeastern 
Massachusetts  dealing  with  issues  being  faced  by  each  city  and  town  in  the 
regioa.  In  the  past  year,  representatives  of  Fairhaven  serving  on  the 
SRPEDD  Commission  were  Nicholas  Tangney  representing  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  Raymond  Fleurent  for  the  Planning  Board. 

Some  of  the  District’s  more  significant  accomplishments  in  1989  were: 

• Completion  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program 
(TIP)  and  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  set 
regional  priorities  on  federal  and  state  grants  for  transportation  and 
economic  development  projects. 

• Completion  of  a regional  groundwater  (aquifer)  project  including  a 
map  of  the  region’s  aquifiers  and  a protection  plan  for  these  important 
resources. 

• Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED) 
Corporation,  which  makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In 
1989,  SEED  approved  loans  to  21  small  businesses  in  the  amount  of 
$3.57  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to  create  295  jobs  and  will 
result  in  the  investment  of  $12  million  from  private  sources. 

• SRPEDD  continued  to  provide  the  planning  services  for  the  two 
regional  transit  authorities,  GATRA  and  SRTA. 

• SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development 
projects  in  the  region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be 
addressed.  This  year,  we  reviewed  sixty-one  such  projects,  comment- 
ing on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply,  sewage  disposal,  wetlands, 
and  other  development-related  issues. 

• Seventy-six  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  were  reviewed  to 
insure  consistency  with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

• SRPEDD  conducts  a district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  main- 
tains a computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  for  the  period 
1980  through  1989  throughout  the  region. 
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• SRPEDD  maintains  a computer-based  Accident  Filing  System  for 
eleven  communities  in  the  region.  The  service  provides  for  rapid  and 
accurate  retrieval  of  detailed  traffic  accident  information  and  is  useful 
in  identfying  high  hazard  locations.  SRPEDD  has  maintained 
Fairhaven’s  accident  data  since  1988. 

• SRPEDD  worked  with  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  January  and 
February,  1989,  to  produce  an  update  of  the  1978  Conservation  and 
Open  Space  Plan.  This  Plan  was  certified  by  the  State’s  Division  of 
Conservation  Services  in  May  of  1989. 

• From  October  until  December  1989,  SRPEDD  worked  with  the  Town 
of  Fairhaven  with  support  from  the  Buzzards  Bay  Advisory  Commit- 
tee to  develop  a series  of  workshop  sessions  on  improving  inter-board 
communications  and  consistency  in  local  governmental  processes. 
SRPEDD  worked  with  recognized  experts  in  the  fields  of  health,  con- 
servation, planning  and  zoning  to  develop  and  present  related 
materials  to  Town  officials. 

• The  Buzzards  Bay  Project  was  a major  focus  for  SRPEDD  in  1989.  The 
District  worked  with  the  EPA  and  the  newly-formed  Buzzards  Bay 
Advisory  Committee,  consisting  of  local  officials,  in  the  effort  to  clean 
up  and  preserve  the  water  quality  of  this  important  resource. 

• A study  and  zoning  bylaw  for  accessory  apartments  was  prepared  and 
distributed. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  1990. 
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FIRE  ALARM  DEPARTMENT 


The  Fire  Alarm  Department  experienced  a relatively  quiet  year  in  1989. 
Weather  conditions  throughout  the  year,  especially  wind  and  lightning 
storms  were,  in  fact,  minimal. 

As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Town  has 
lost  the  dedicated  service  of  Mr.  Standish  Smith,  Superintendent  of  Fire 
Alarm,  who  passed  away  in  July  of  1989.  The  Fire  Alarm  division  will  be 
hard  pressed  to  find  an  equally  experienced  replacement  for  Mr.  Smith  who 
had  been  the  guiding  light  to  our  Fire  Alarm  division  for  the  past  twenty- 
five  years. 

Since  the  time  of  our  last  report  to  you,  we  have  added  ten  new  master 
fire  alarm  boxes  to  our  Townwide  network.  They  are: 

1.  Master  Box  #1812:  Executive  Coffee  Company 

2.  Master  Box  #3631:  Bridge  Street  Plaza 

3.  Master  Box  #5322:  American  Legion  Building 

4.  Master  Box  #6322:  Alden  Court  Nursing  Facility 

5.  Master  Box  #7355:  Anthony  Haven  Housing  for  the  Elderly 

6.  Master  Box  #85:  Bankers  Row  Plaza 

7.  Master  Box  #8712:  Sacred  Hearts  Monastery 

8.  Master  Box  #3132:  Upper  Deck  Antiques 

9.  Master  Box  #451:  Fairhaven  Shipyard 

10.  Master  Box  #7371:  Fairhaven  Village-North

linemen.  We  can  only  hope  and  pray  that  our  outside  construction  equip- 
ment can  withstand  the  force  of  adverse  weather  conditions  which  prevail 
upon  us  throughout  the  year. 

It  should  also  be  noted  here,  that  because  of  fiscal  constraints  to  this 
division,  we  will  no  longer  be  allowed  to  assist  the  various  outside  groups 
and  organizations  that  we  have  helped  in  the  past.  Such  kinds  of  involve- 
ment can  only  be  done  on  a voluntary  basis. 
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The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  along  with  Chief  Bernard  would  like  to 
thank  all  other  departments  for  their  cooperation  throughout  the  past  year.

FAIRHAVEN 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  1989,  the  strides  of  progress  that  had  been  gained  over  the  last  few 
years  has  been  brought  to  a concerned  standstill.  The  reason  for  this  demise 
of  progress  has  been  in  part  due  to  the  complete  failure  and  breakdown  of 
the  so-called  “Massachusetts  Miracle”.  The  effect  of  this  dilemma  has  had  a 
benumbing  effect  on  our  department. 

This  agency,  like  so  many  others,  are  now  being  forced  into  impli- 
menting  some  major  less  effective  programs  in  the  manner  in  which  we  have 
been  operating.  However,  the  “Massachusetts  Miracle”  alone,  should  not 
be  solely  blamed  for  the  situation  we  find  ourselves  in.  There  are  other 
factors  that  have  also  contributed  to  our  halt  in  progress.  Factors  such  as 
“Proposition  21/2,\  While  the  concept  of  “Proposition  2 VT’,  since  its  incep- 
tion some  years  ago,  has  without  question,  served  a very  justifiable  need. 
However,  it  should  not  be  looked  upon  as  a final  solution  to  our  fiscal 
problems.  Consequently,  no  organization,  whether  they  are  in  the  private 
or  public  sectors  can  effectively  function  in  an  atmosphere  of  status-quo. 

Your  Fire  Department,  like  your  Police  Department,  cannot  be 
expected  to  effectively  address  the  needs  of  public  safety,  while  at  the  same 
time  are  being  compromised  in  their  ability  in  providing  effective  life 
threatening  protection  to  all  our  citizens. 
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As  I have  stated  to  you  numerous  times  before  in  previous  reports,  that 
this  Town  can  no  longer  be  considered  as  the  bedroom  community  for  New 
Bedford.  We  must  now  recognize  that  we  are  in  fact  caught  up  in  an  era  of 
steady  new  growth  and  must  be  prepared  to  respond  accordingly. 

Your  Fire  Department  has  responsibly  reduced  its  budget  when  we  were 
called  upon  to  do  so.  We  have  reached  such  a point  in  our  budget,  that  we 
are  now  giving  serious  consideration  to  the  very  likelihood,  where  we  will  be 
forced  to  lay-off  some  of  our  permanent  firefighters  from  our  already  under- 
manned staff,  that  has  been  shorthanded  now  for  a number  of  years. 

Once  again,  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  echo  a note  of 
caution  to  you,  our  citizens  and  taxpayers  alike,  that  if  the  budget  slashing 
syndrome  continues  as  it  has,  we  may  no  longer  be  able  to  perform  many  of 
the  services  outside  the  realm  of  emergencies  that  we  have  been  able  to  do 
in  the  past. 

In  addition,  in  order  to  effectively  serve  our  community  in  the  time  of 
need,  we  must  be  ever  mindful  of  maintaining  an  effective  training  program. 
However,  such  training  requires  the  necessary  funding.  In  order  to  keep  our 
firefighters  well  trained  in  that  endeavor,  we  must  make  every  effort  to  sup- 
port this  type  of  funding.  Otherwise,  as  the  old  saying  goes  “you  can  only 
expect  to  get  what  you  pay  for”. 

If  our  firefighters  are  not  properly  trained  or  are  ill-equipped,  then  we 
have  failed  in  our  responsibility  in  providing  the  proper  personal  bodily  pro- 
tection to  the  firefighter  which  consequently  places  the  Town  in  a position 
of  risk. 

The  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  regretfully  acknowledges  the  passing  of 
Standish  Smith,  Superintendent  of  Fire  Alarm  for  the  Fairhaven  Fire 
Department  for  the  past  twenty-five  years.  Mr.  Smith  passed  away  on  July 
12,  1989.  Stan  was  a long-time  dedicated  part-time  employee  of  the  Town 
whose  personal  contributions  to  not  only  this  Department,  but  to  the 
Town  as  well,  will  long  be  remembered. 

Commencing  on  January  1,  1989  and  running  through  December  31, 
1989,  the  Fairhaven  Fire  Department  responded  to  a total  number  of  605 
calls.  Included  within  this  figure  is  a variety  of  calls  and/or  alarms.  The 
following  breakdown  is  offered:

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  has  completed  a very  busy  year.  Our  attention  to 
the  programming  of  the  transition  from  underground  sewer  disposal  to 
nearly  completed  sewer  lines  has  been  most  time  consuming  because  of  the 
clerical  work  involved.  Numerous  letters  were  sent  to  abuttors  of  newly- 
installed  sewer  lines  notifying  them  that  they  were  mandated  to  connect  in- 
to town  sewer.  In  cases  where  hardship  was  claimed,  hearings  by  the  Board 
were  scheduled.  This  was  an  effort  well  spent  because  areas  that  have  been  a 
chronic  health  nuisance  have  been  eliminated. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  untimely  death  of  our  engineer/sanitarian 
Milton  Delano.  We  are  very  fortunate  that  Pat  Fowle  has  been  able  to 
assume  added  duties.  The  position  of  Assistant  Sanitarian  has  been 
authorized,  but  no  funding  has  been  provided. 

At  the  request  of  the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Marine  Fisheries,  our 
Sanitarian  completed  a walk  around  of  our  shoreline.  This  was  done  to  pin- 
point sources  of  pollution  that  lead  to  the  closure  of  shellfish  beds  and/or 
fishing  areas.  Mrs.  Fowle  has  instituted  a program  of  notification  and 
testing  to  correct  violations  that  were  discovered. 

Our  Administrative  Assistant  has  been  kept  busy  scheduling  numerous 
public  hearings,  getting  out  the  correspondence  necessitated  by  the  exten- 
sion of  available  town  sewage,  the  completion  of  the  mandatory  state 
reports,  coordinating  flu  and  immunization  clinics,  issuing  of  yearly  per- 
mits, and  all  the  duties  required  of  the  Secretary  to  the  Board. 

Members  of  the  Board  and  the  Sanitarian  have  made  numerous  on-site 
inspections  to  aid  in  making  decisions  on  matters  of  dispute. 

The  Board  of  Health  in  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
and  Board  of  Selectmen  were  instrumental  in  the  transition  from  local 
disposal  of  solid  waste  to  using  the  facilities  of  SEMASS.  The  bookkeeping 
included  in  the  billing  of  private  waste  contractors  is  now  handled  by  this 
office. 

The  Board  of  Health  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all 
those  who  have  assisted  in  carrying  out  our  program.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO 
CONTROL  PROJECT 


On  June  30,  1989  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  com- 
pleted  thirty  years'  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce 
mosquito  breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  project  uses 
several  different  measures  of  control  in  its  never-ending  fight  against  mos- 
quitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  — To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only 
on  the  ice  during  the  winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  — To  reduce  the  emergence  of 
adult  mosquitos  in  areas  where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  — To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain- 
filled  catch  basins  and  storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  — To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to 
their  type  and  number  — a program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance. 
Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also  useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high 
mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  — A year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and 
construct  mosquito  drainage  ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their 
favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito  larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use 
pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and 
environment  are  not  jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insec- 
ticides as  are  practical  using  three  different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our 
larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure 
that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito 
populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified 
pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety 
on  a yearly  basis. 
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The  1989  mosquito  season  began  in  early  spring  when  mosquito  larvae 
began  to  appear  in  large  numbers  throughout  the  county.  Heavy  rains 
during  the  end  of  the  1989  mosquito  season  and  throughout  the  entire  1989 
season  created  excellent  breeding  areas.  This  situation  made  the  1989 
season  one  that  would  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  worst  mosquito 
infested  seasons  on  record. 

The  calls  for  service  during  this  year  were  double  that  of  any  previous 
year  since  the  project  began  30  years  ago.  Sometimes  during  this  year  it  was 
hard  to  know  who  was  winning,  the  mosquitos  or  our  spraying  efforts,  but 
as  no  mosquito  related  health  problems  existed,  it  appeared  we  did 
accomplish  our  goal.  It  is  impossible  to  totally  control  all  the  mosquitos  in 
all  areas  but  if  they  can  be  kept  at  tolerable  levels  without  an  outbreak  of 
any  mosquito  related  diseases  then  we  feel  we  have  provided  a worthwhile 
service. 

The  project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular 
spraying  of  known  infested  areas  for  a total  of  1,388.1  sprayed  areas. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  months  a total  of  464  catch  basins  that 
were  found  to  be  breeding  were  treated.  During  the  fall  and  winter  months 
a total  of  2,385  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  ditches  and  2,215  feet  of  drainage 
ditch  was  reclaimed.  Our  crawler  tractor  also  dug  4,970  feet  of  drainage 
ditch. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Town  officials  and  the  people  of  Fairhaven  for 
their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them 
in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone  have  a question  as  to  what  might  be 
done  to  relieve  a mosquito  problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water 
management  work,  treatment  of  a breeding  sit,  or  just  having  an  area 
checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

During  the  year  1989,  the  Highway  Department  has  been  very  busy 
reconstructing  streets,  laying  drainage  lines,  cleaning  drainage  ditches, 
repairing  manholes  and  catch  basins,  cold  mix  patching,  grading  dirt 
streets,  repairing  sidewalks,  removing  tree  stumps,  repairing  and  replacing 
street  signs,  grass  and  brush  cutting,  street  sweeping,  sanding  and 
snowplowing  being  the  major  parts  of  our  work. 

The  Street  Reconstruction  Program  included  the  following  streets: 

Pleasant  Street  — from  South  Street  to  Cedar  Street;  top  course  of 
asphalt  will  be  put  down  in  the  spring  of  1990 

Ocean  Avenue  — from  Sconticut  Neck  Road  to  the  boat  ramp;  top 
course  of  asphalt  only. 

Streets  receiving  reconstruction  and  resurfacing  under  either  the  Water 
or  Sewer  Rehabilitation  Projects  are: 

Taber  Street  — from  Cherry  Street  to  the  end 

Narragansett  Boulevard  — from  Route  6 to  Brawley  Avenue 

Elmwood  Avenue  — from  Narragansett  Boulevard  westerly  to  the  end 

Winter  Street  — from  Narrangansett  Boulevard  westerly  to  the  end 

Pine  Avenue  — from  Narrangansett  Boulevard  westerly  to  the  end 

Jeannette  Street  — the  last  250  feet  on  the  street 

Florence  Street  — from  Route  6 to  the  end 

Rivet  Street  — from  Route  6 to  the  end 

Mangham  Way  — from  Rivet  Street  to  Grinnell  Street 

Kane  Street  — from  Route  6 to  the  end 

Pine  Grove  Street  — from  Route  6 to  the  end 

Shaw  Road  — from  Route  6 to  the  old  railroad  bed 
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Streets  receiving  top  course  in  1989  were: 

Hedge  Street  — from  Cherry  Street  westerly  to  the  end 

North  Street  — from  Cherry  Street  to  Main  Street 

Francis  Street  — from  Bridge  Street  to  Route  6 

Wood  Street  — from  Buttonwood  Street  to  Main  Street 

Buttonwood  Street  — from  Wood  Street  to  Hedge  Street 

Blackburn  Street  — from  Main  Street  to  the  end 

Pilgrim  Avenue  — from  Main  Street  to  Cherry  Street 

These  streets  had  repair  work  done  to  the  sidewalks,  curbing  and 
drainage  as  needed. 

The  Department  has  laid  over  2,260  If  of  new  and  repaired  drain  lines 
with  manholes  and  catch  basins  this  year. 

Potholes  are  still  a serious  problem  with  many  streets  being  patched 
several  times  a year.  We  have  placed  over  180  tons  of  cold  mix  this  year  on 
the  streets. 

Street  sign  vandalism  continues  with  just  over  150  signs  being  repaired 
or  replaced. 

During  our  snow  removal  and  sanding  operations  we  used  a combina- 
tion of  570  tons  of  sand  and  salt. 

The  Sidewalk  Participation  Program  has  again  worked  well  with  all  of 
the  appropriated  money  being  used. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  men  of  the  Highway  Department  for  their 
cooperation  and  for  a fine  job  with  the  many  different  phases  of  work  they 
must  do.

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1990  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
AND  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


Despite  significant  reductions  in  funding  for  the  school  department, 
Toward  Excellence  continues  to  guide  the  work  of  the  School  Committee 
and  the  school  department. 

Toward  Excellence , a report  of  a comprehensive  needs  assessment  con- 
ducted by  the  Superintendent  in  1987  identified  four  areas  of  attention  and 
emphasis.  They  included  (1)  curriculum  development  and  coordination;  (2) 
community  involvement,  relations  and  outreach;  (3)  facilities  — both 
elementary  and  secondary;  and  (4)  short-  and  long-range  planning. 

In  the  face  of  significant  shortfalls  in  local  aid  and  given  significant 
pressures  on  locally  generated  revenues,  Town  Meeting  Members  approved 
funding  levels  insufficient  to  enable  the  School  Committee  and  the  school 
department  to  move  forward  in  any  of  these  four  areas.  Nearly  $750,000  was 
removed  from  the  school  department’s  budget  which  necessitated  reduction 
of  staff  and  elimination  of  programs  and  activities. 

Community  Relations,  Outreach  and  Involvement 

Community  relations  and  outreach  continue  to  be  significant.  At  the 
building  level,  sustained  communication  with  and  involvement  of  both 
parent  and  non-parent  groups  continues  to  produce  enhanced  and  enriched 
programs  and  activities  for  students.  Each  school  staff  has  engaged  respec- 
tive school  communities  in  a variety  of  projects  which  have  supported  in- 
struction, fine  and  performing  arts,  recreation  and  entertainment,  and  ac- 
quisition of  materials  and  equipment.  School  Improvement  Councils  and 
Parent  — Teacher  Organizations  continue  to  make  significant  contributions 
to  development  of  local  school  programs  and  to  consideration  of  policy 
issues  and  concerns. 

At  the  district  level,  community  relations  and  outreach  efforts  have 
been  greatly  reduced.  In  November,  the  Fairhaven  School  Committee 
honored  school  department  employees  with  years  of  service  pins  and  with 
special  awards  for  outstanding  service.  Honored  for  outstanding  service 
were  Bradford  Brown  and  Donald  Dufour. 

Five  Year  Pins  were  awarded  to  9 employees  and  Ten  Year  Pins  were 
given  to  11  employees.  Nine  employees  received  Fifteen  Year  Pins  and  11 
persons  received  Twenty  Year  Pins.  Twenty-Five  Year  Pins  were  given  to  8 
employees  and  1 received  a Thirty  Year  Pin. 
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Also  in  November,  nearly  1,000  “grandpersons”  participated  in  Grand- 
parent’s Day  in  the  four  elementary  schools.  In  December  outreach  oc- 
curred with  students  at  all  levels  who  carried  music  of  the  season  into  the 
community.  In  February,  Fairhaven  High  School  students  sponsored  a 
dance  for  the  town’s  senior  citizens.  The  Valentine  Ball  was  held  at  Larch 
Avenue  Auditorium  where  guests  enjoyed  and  danced  to  the  live  “big  band 
sound”  of  A1  Rainone. 


In  March  members  of  the  school  department’s  music  faculty  presented 
for  students  at  all  levels  vocal  and  instrumental  music.  In  May  art  and  in- 
dustrial technology  faculty  presented  a special  exhibit  of  student  work. 
Graced  by  the  setting  of  the  Nemasket  Center  Gallery,  the  expanse  of  stu- 
dent work  demonstrated  powerfully  the  development  of  youngsters  from 
kindergarten  through  twelfth  grade. 


Last  in  June  Fairhaven  High  School  celebrated  the  graduation  of  its 
Class  of  1989.  In  excess  of  $300,000  in  grants  and  scholarships  were  awarded 
to  graduating  students.  Specially  honored  during  the  Commencement  exer- 
cises were  Carlton  Albritton,  retiring  Fairhaven  High  School  principal. 


Instructional  Programs 

Instructional  programs  at  all  levels  continue  in  planned,  ordered 
fashion.  An  elementary  science  program,  which  included  purchase  in  1988 
of  new  textbooks  and  introduction  of  “process”  science  activities  in  the 
form  of  “kits”,  permits  elementary  youngsters  to  experience  a “hands-on” 
approach  to  science.  Implementation  of  this  science  approach  strengthens 
student  acquisition  of  science  skills  and  concepts  which  assist  in  elevating 
performance  levels  on  state  achievement  and  assessment  measures. 

In  September,  4 volunteer  teachers  and  26  fifth  graders  from  the  entire 
town  continued  weekly  after-school  classes  in  a program  called  STEP 
Japan.  This  unique  program,  offered  at  the  Rogers  School,  provides  instruc- 
tion to  youngsters  in  the  language,  customs,  culture,  traditions,  religions, 
foods,  art,  history,  and  geography  of  Japan  generally  and  of  Tosashimizu  in 
particular.  Tosashimizu  and  Fairhaven  enjoy  a formal  relationship  under 
the  well-known  Sister  City  program.  Plans  call  for  the  students  to  travel  to 
Japan  where  they  will  attend  classes  and  live  with  host  families  for  one 
week. 
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Standardized  test  score  data  and  performance  by  students  on  state 
achievement  and  assessment  tests  indicate  that  Fairhaven  Public  School 
students  continue  to  perform  at  or  above  national  norms  and  state  stand- 
ards. Improvement  also  was  shown  by  students  who  took  the  1988 
Scholastic  Aptitude  Test.  Fairhaven  High  School  students  nudged  up  their 
performance  on  the  verbal  score  from  an  average  of  421  to  425.  They  in- 
creased their  scores  on  the  math  portion  from  455  to  470.  A total  of  77  of 
Fairhaven’s  students  opted  to  take  the  SAT’s  in  1988. 

The  School  Committee  continues  to  be  concerned  about  substance 
abuse  prevention  and  education.  Project  Charlie  was  extended  to  all 
elementary  schools.  A key  component  of  Project  Charlie  is  significant  in- 
volvement of  parent  volunteers.  Fairhaven  Public  Schools  continues 
membership  in  the  Governor’s  Alliance  Against  Drugs.  In  the  1989-90 
school  year,  the  school  department  received  a grant  of  $9,263  from  the 
Governor’s  Alliance  Against  Drugs. 

Reductions  in  funding  necessitated  elimination  of  the  Science  and 
Mathematics  for  Able  and  Talented  (SMAT)  teacher  position  which  offered 
enrichment  and  extension  opportunities  for  identified  students. 

In  the  face  of  significant  reductions  in  funding,  Hastings  Middle  School 
continues  to  evolve  its  program  and  philosophy.  In  its  fifth  year  as  a middle 
school,  the  staff  continues  to  offer  a caring  and  sensitive  environment, 
marked  by  rigorous  and  exacting  academic  expectations.  Flexibility  and 
responsiveness  are  key  ingredients  in  meeting  the  special  developmental 
needs  of  the  middle  school  age  youngster. 

During  the  past  year,  through  a special  $12,000  grant  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  a basic  skills  tutor  assists  iden- 
tified seventh  grade  students  to  master  basic  writing  skills.  A limited 
number  of  students  was  identified  out  of  state  basic  skills  testing  conducted 
during  the  1987-88  school  year.  This  intensive  instructional  program 
assistance  assures  that  identified  students  have  mastered  required  basic 
skills  by  the  time  they  leave  the  middle  school. 

John  Newburn,  newly-appointed  principal  of  Fairhaven  High  School 
opened  the  1989-90  school  year.  Due  to  budget  reductions,  a total  of  six  staff 
positions  were  eliminated.  Fewer  staff  members  meant  fewer  course  options 
students  and  larger  class  sizes.  The  guidance  and  counseling  program  also 
has  been  modified  to  provide  more  direct  and  extensive  counseling  services. 
During  the  1989-90  school  year,  counselors  met  with  assigned  students  on  a 
regular  basis.  Guidance  staff  also  have  been  worked  to  provide  means  and 
support  for  students  to  develop  independently  college  and  career  informa- 
tion and  options.  Primary  in  this  regard  is  increased  use  of  computer 
technology  by  students  to  access  information  and  data  available  on  a na- 
tional basis. 
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Special  Programs 

Fairhaven  Public  Schools  continues  to  support  a variety  of  programs 
and  services  to  children  with  special  needs.  The  school  department  offers  in- 
district  services  for  children  who  evidence  need  for  speech,  hearing,  learning 
disabilities  and  developmental  disabilities  programs.  Each  special  needs 
student  has  developed  an  Individual  Educational  Plan  which  drives  pro- 
gramming and  learning  requirements. 

In  the  past  ten  years,  due  to  state  mandated  requirements,  the  per- 
centage increase  in  budgets  for  special  needs  service  has  more  than  doubled 
that  of  the  regular  program.  In  that  time,  the  regular  program  budget  has 
increased  an  average  of  6.4  percent  each  year,  while  the  special  needs  budget 
each  year  has  increased  14  percent. 

To  date,  the  FY  1990  approved  budget  has  not  been  adequate  to  sup- 
port the  magnitude  of  services  required  and  a shortfall  of  at  least  $200,000  is 
projected.  Students  with  special  needs  are  provided  services  in  specialized 
out-of-district  facilities.  Currently,  14  students  are  enrolled  in  the  following 
district  facilities:  Bradley  Hospital,  Providence;  Higashi  Center,  Lexington; 
Kennedy/Donovan  Center,  New  Bedford;  New  England  Center  for  Autism 
in  Framingham;  Y.O.U.,  Inc.  in  Fall  River;  Devereux  in  Rutland,  MA  and 
the  Schwartz  Center  in  New  Bedford.  Five  additional  students  attend 
various  programs  in  Taunton,  New  Bedford  and  Lakeville. 

Fairhaven  Public  Schools  also  is  a member  of  the  Southeastern  Massa- 
chusetts Educational  Collaborative  (SMEC)  which  serves  identified 
students.  Included  are  programs  for  students  in  need  of  behavior  manage- 
ment service,  career  exploration  activities  and  early  childhood  education 
programs.  Currently  21  Fairhaven  students  are  enrolled  in  the  early 
childhood  program,  28  in  the  career  exploration  activity  and  3 in  the 
behavior  management  program. 

In  an  attempt  to  offer  as  many  services  as  possible  within  Fairhaven’s 
schools  and  to  normalize  as  much  as  possible  learning  activities  in  which 
students  engage,  the  staff  of  the  school  department  has  implemented 
cooperative  learning  in  all  schools. 

The  SMEC  special  needs  pre-school  program  has  relocated  to 
Fairhaven  from  its  former  location  in  the  Howard  School  in  Acushnet. 
Because  the  Howard  School  housed  only  special  needs  programs,  no  regular 
school  population  was  available  for  normalizing  experiences  for  special 
needs  students.  Additionally,  of  the  students  enrolled  in  the  special  needs 
pre-school  program,  most  are  from  Fairhaven. 
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The  Fairhaven  Special  Needs  Parent  Advisory  Council  remains  active. 
It  advises  the  School  Committee  and  the  Special  Needs  Department  on 
matters  related  to  implementation  of  state-mandated  programs  and  policies 
and  to  special  needs  requirements  and  services.  The  Parent  Advisory  Coun- 
cil also  has  offered  to  Fairhaven  Public  School  professional  staff  and  to  the 
Fairhaven  community  at-large  symposia  and  informational  meetings  related 
to  special  needs  programs  and  issues. 

Curriculum  Development  and  Coordination 

At  the  end  of  the  1987-88  school  year,  the  School  Committee  adopted  a 
process  and  model  for  development  and  coordination  of  curriculum  on  a 
kindergarten  through  twelfth  grade  basis.  Due  to  reductions  in  funding, 
curriculum  work  was  suspended  during  the  1989-90  school  year.  With  Title 
II  grant  monies,  some  curriculum  work  in  mathematics  is  planned  for  the 
summer  of  1990. 


Facilities 

The  School  Committee  appointed  a special  facilities  needs  study  group 
to  consider  needs  for  capital  outlay.  Specifically  this  group  looked  carefully 
at  roof  repair  and  masonry  repair  requirements.  The  group,  with  the 
assistance  of  an  architect,  reported  to  the  School  Committee  its  findings 
and  recommendations.  The  School  Committee,  in  turn,  placed  on  the  1989 
Town  Meeting  Warrant  articles  reflective  of  those  recommendations.  Given 
fiscal  constraints,  Town  Meeting  chose  not  to  fund  those  recommenda- 
tions. 


Short-  and  Long-Range  Planning 

The  Superintendent’s  Planning  Council  submitted  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee a completed  Six-Year  Plan  for  education  for  Fairhaven  which  the 
School  Committee  approved  in  September.  The  School  Committee  also 
continues  to  use  school  department  Areas  for  Emphasis,  which  establish  a 
two-year  structure  for  annual  budgeting,  planning  and  management.  In 
turn,  the  Superintendent  developed  for  the  district  a set  of  goals  in  support 
of  those  areas  for  emphasis.  And,  in  turn,  each  of  the  building  staff  and  sup- 
port department  developed  sets  of  objectives,  performance  indicators  and 
work  plans  in  support  of  districtwide  goals.  In  November,  the  School  Com- 
mittee received  a comprehensive  report  from  the  Superintendent  on  how 
well  the  organization  accomplished  its  overall  goals  and  objectives. 
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Related  Information 


• Recruitment  and  selection  of  staff  for  the  1989-90  school  year  con- 
tinued. Despite  layoffs,  retirement  and/or  resignation  of  long-tenured  staff, 
a total  of  5 screening  and  interview  teams  were  activated.  The  screening  and 
interview  panels  reviewed  scores  of  applications  and  interviewed  nearly  50 
candidates. 

• Labor  relations  require  significant  time  and  attention.  The  School 
Committee  currently  recognizes  for  purposes  of  collective  bargaining  the 
following  groups  of  employees:  teachers,  principals,  Chapter  One  personnel 
and  custodians  and  maintenance  persons.  The  School  Committee  meets 
and  confers  with  cafeteria  workers,  clerks  and  nurses.  All  contracts  and 
agreements  expired  in  June,  1989.  The  School  Committee,  successfully 
negotiated  new  three  year  contracts  and  agreements  and  ratified  them  prior 
to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  May. 

• Fairhaven  Public  Schools  participates  in  the  National  School  Lunch 
Program.  Local  students  participation  in  the  food  service  program  is  very 
high.  The  number  of  student  meals  served  per  day  during  the  1989-90 
school  year  averaged  1,472,  nearly  80  percent  of  the  student  population  in 
grades  one  through  twelve.  Nearly  255,209  meals  were  served  during  the 

1988- 89  school  year. 

The  School  Committee  did  not  increase  lunch  prices  for  the  1989-90 
school  year.  Prices  had  been  set  at  95  cents  for  grades  one  through  five,  one 
dollar  for  grades  six  through  eight,  and  one  dollar  and  ten  cents  for  grades 
nine  through  twelve.  Adult  meal  prices  had  been  set  at  two  dollars.  In  all 
these  charges,  milk  is  included  in  the  price  of  the  meal. 

The  National  School  Lumch  Program  provides  opportunity  for  families 
whose  income  levels  meet  eligibility  requirements  to  qualify  for  receipt  of 
free  and/or  reduced  price  meals.  Federal  law  prohibits  identification  in  any 
way  of  students  who  receive  free  and/or  reduced-price  meals  and  informa- 
tion which  parents  provide  is  considered  confidential.  Information  about 
applications  for  free  and/or  reduced-price  meals  eligibility  may  be  obtained 
from  the  principal  of  a child’s  school. 

A total  of  $110,714  was  received  in  federal  subsidy  and  support  for 
Fairhaven ’s  feeding  program. 

• Categorical  revenues  continue  to  be  received  by  and  through  the 
school  department.  Horace  Mann  grants  to  teachers  totalled  $2,600  in 

1989- 90.  School  Improvement  Council  grants  amounted  to  $4,317  and 
Chapter  188  (Remedial  Skills)  totalled  $12,120.  Commonwealth  Inservice 
Institute  funds  totalled  $1,921.  Through  the  Governor’s  Alliance  Against 
Drugs,  the  school  department  received  $9,263.  Athletic  Participation  Fees 
generated  $4,632.  Activities  Participation  Fees  generated  $1,160.

ARTICLE  14  AMENDMENT  TO  TOWN  BY-LAWS 
LICENSES  AND  PERMITS  OF 
DELINQUENT  TAXPAYERS 

Voted  unanimously  to  accept  the  provision  of  G.L.  c.  40,  S57,  added  by 
Chapter  640  of  the  Acts  of  1985,  by  enacting  the  following  by-law: 

Chapter  XXXI  LICENSES  AND  PERMITS  OF  DELIN- 
QUENT TAXPAYERS 

The  Town  of  Fairhaven  may  deny  any  application  for,  or  revoke  or  sus- 
pend any  local  license  or  permit  including  renewals  and  transfers  issued  by 
any  board,  officer,  or  department  for  any  person,  corporation  or  business 
enterprise  who  has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any  local  taxes,  fees, 
assessments,  betterments  or  any  other  municipal  charges  under  the  terms 
provided  in  Sections  (a)  - (d),  below,  except  that  this  chapter  shall  not  apply 
to  the  following  licenses  and  permits:  open  burning;  section  13  of  Chapter 
48,  bicycle  permits;  section  1 1 A of  Chapter  85,  sales  of  articles  for  charitable 
purposes;  section  33  of  Chapter  101,  children  work  permits;  section  69  of 
Chapter  49,  clubs  association  dispensing  food  or  beverage  licenses;  section 
2 IE  of  Chapter  140,  dog  licenses;  section  137  of  Chapter  140,  fishing,  hunt- 
ing, trapping,  license;  section  12  of  Chapter  131,  marriage  licenses;  section 
28  of  Chapter  107  and  theatrical  events,  public  exhibition  permits,  section 
181  of  Chapter  140. 

(a)  The  Tax  Collector  or  other  municipal  official  responsible  for  records 
of  all  municipal  taxes,  assessments,  betterments  and  other  municipal 
charges,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Tax  Collector,  shall  annually  furnish 
to  each  department,  board,  commission  or  division,  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  party,  that  has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any  local  taxes,  fees, 
assessments,  betterments  or  other  municipal  charges  for  not  less  than  a 
twelve  month  period,  and  that  such  party  has  not  filed  in  good  faith  a pend- 
ing application  for  an  abatement  of  such  tax  or  pending  petition  before  the 
Appellate  Tax  Board. 

(b)  The  licensing  authority  may  deny,  revoke  or  suspend  any  license  or 
permit,  including  renewals  and  transfers  of  any  party  whose  name  appears 
on  said  list  furnished  to  the  licensing  authority  from  the  Tax  Collector,  pro- 
vided, however  that  written  notice  is  given  to  the  party  and  the  Tax  Collec- 
tor, as  required  by  applicable  provisions  of  law,  and  the  party  is  given  a 
hearing  to  be  held  not  earlier  than  fourteen  days  after  said  notice. 
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Said  list  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  for  denial,  revocation  or  suspen- 
sion  of  said  license  or  permit  to  any  party.  The  Tax  Collector  shall  have  the 
right  to  intervene  in  any  hearing  conducted  with  respect  to  such  license 
denial,  revocation  or  suspension.  Any  findings  made  by  the  licensing 
authority  with  respect  to  such  license  denial,  revocation  or  suspension  shall 
be  made  only  for  the  purposes  of  such  proceeding  and  shall  not  be  relevant 
to  or  introduced  in  any  other  proceeding  at  law,  except  for  any  appeal  from 
such  license  denial,  revocation  or  suspension.  Any  license  or  permit  denied, 
suspended  or  revoked  under  this  section  shall  not  be  reissued  or  renewed 
until  the  license  authority  received  a certificate  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector 
that  the  party  is  in  good  standing  with  respect  to  any  and  all  local  taxes, 
fees,  assessments,  betterments  or  other  municipal  charges,  payable  to  the 
municipality  as  the  date  of  issuance  of  said  certificate. 

(c)  Any  party  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  enter  into  a payment 
agreement,  thereby  allowing  the  licensing  authority  to  issue  a certificate  in- 
dicating said  limitations  to  the  license  or  permit  and  the  validity  of  said 
license  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  satisfactory  compliance  with  said 
agreement.  Failure  to  comply  with  said  agreement  shall  be  grounds  for  the 
suspension  or  revocation  of  said  license  or  permit;  provided,  however,  that 
the  holder  be  given  notice  and  a hearing  as  required  by  applicable  provi- 
sions of  law. 

(d)  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  waive  such  denial,  suspension  or 
revocation  if  it  finds  there  is  not  direct  or  indirect  business  interest  by  the 
property  owner,  its  officers  or  stockholders,  if  any,  or  members  of  his  im- 
mediate family,  as  defined  in  section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty 
eight  in  the  business  or  activity  conducted  in  or  on  said  property.” 

(The  terms  of  the  proposed  by-law  as  set  forth  in  this  article  are  man- 
dated by  statute  and  cannot  be  varied  except  that  the  Town  may  exclude 
any  additional  local  license  or  permits  from  the  by-law.)
